Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
sald yesterday that the liquidation of 
the Rafiah settlements would not 
constitute a precedent with respect 
to these in Judea, Samaria, and the 
Golan Heights. 

Begin met with the three National 
Religious Party ministers, faction 
chairman Yehuda Ben-Meir, and 
party secretary Danny Vermus, to 
overcome their misgivings about the 
Camp David peace plan before the 
Tesumption of the Knesset debate 
tomorrow morning. 

Begin told the NRP leaders that 
there was no parallel between the 
two groups of settlements. He 
repeated what he had said in his 
Knesset : that more settlers 
would now be added to the existing 
Judea and Samaria settlements. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg told 
the prime minister that the NRP 
would like an undertaking that no 
major decision would be taken on the 
sovereignty of Judea and Samaria 
unless electiona were held on that 
igsue. He noted that the Alignment 
government had given the NRP such' 
an undertaking. 

Begin replied that he favoured 
such ἃ proposal. But he added that it 
would require the approval of the 
coalition parties. 

Whether coalition discipline would 
be imposed for the Knesset vote on 
Wednesday was a question that exer- 
cised many coalition members 
yesterday. 

In his Knesset speech, Begin said 
that every Knesset member ‘will 
decide in accordance with his con- 
science on the crucial vote." And 
coalition chairman Haim Corfu told 
The Jerusalem Post that the Likud 
would not impose faction discipline 
unleas the La'am wing denied its 
members the right to vote as they 
wished. ἣ 

Later, the La'arn faction did decide 

on a free vote, even though on Sun- 
day night the entire wing condemned 
the Camp David agreement. This 
may have been a gesture to Begin, so 
that he would not feel obliged to 
punish their membera for challeng- 
ing him. 
The two opposing votes in the 
cabinet on Sunday were cast by 
La‘am ministers Yigal Hurvitz and 
Eliezer Shostak. They intimated 
yesterday that they would abstain or 
absent themselves when the Knesset 
vote is taken.

The cabinet has decided to hold an 
extraordinary meeting tomorrow 
morning just before the Knesset 
debate on the Camp David accords. 
There was no official explanation for 
this move. The cabinet already dis- 
cussed and voted in favour of the ac- 
cords at 4 marathon session on Sun- 
day. Unconfirmed reports said a 
number of ministers had asked 
Premier Begin for further informa- 
tion on the contents of letters ex- 
changed between him, Sadat and 
Carter, before joining the Knesset 
vote.. 

Herut is the only one of the Likud's 
three wings that has not met to 
debate the Camp David agreement. 
The prime minister is said to have 
opposed such a meeting because it 
would end in chaos. Nor has the 
Likud faction held a debate. 

It is to meet this afternoon, but not 
for a debate. Members who had 
questions or wished ta hear 
“clarification” were asked to submit 
their questions in writing, and Begin 
will reply this afternoon. 

Even Herut members who have ex- 
pressed displeasure over the Camp 
David accord were wary about say- 
ing how they would vote — except for 
Yigal Cohen-Orgad, who told The 
Post that he would vote against. 

The plan for Judea-Samaria leads 
to a concrete danger, he said, and 
Rafiah was an indication of what 
might happen. It was inconceivable 
that the Likud should adopt 
resolutions on the peace plan without 
first debating the matter. 

He pointed out a difference in the 
wording of the official English text of 
the “Framework Agreement” and 
the Hebrew translation, which he 
considered significant. 

The section on the West Bank and 
Gaza starts as follows: Egypt, 
Israel, Jordan and the represen- 
tatives of the Palestinian people 
should participate in negotiations on 
the resolution of the Palestinian 
problem in al) its aspects." 

But the Hebrew translation reads: 
“Egypt, Israel, Jordan, and 
representatives of the Palestinian 
Arabs (Arviyei Eretz Yisrael) .... the 
problem of the Palestinian Arabs." 

Dov Shilansky told The Post that 
he had formally demanded of Likud 
chairman Avraham Sharir that fac- 
tion members be permitted to vote as 
their conscience dictates. And 
Michael Dekel declared his support 
for that proposal. 

But Sharir says that he will insist 
on Coalition discipline, A free vote, he 
maintains, really means a doublé 
standard in the faction: some will be 
very righteous (izaddikim), and vote 
against, while the others will be 
realists.

In speech before the Knesset: 
Israel’s security won’t 


be jeopardized - Begin

Israel's security will not be jeopar- 
dized by removing the military air- 
fields from Sinai and restoring Egyp- 
tian sovereignty over the peninsula, 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin told 
the nation yesterday from the 
rostrum of the Knesset. 

“Experts on security assert and 
confirm that we have attained suf- 
ficient and satisfactory security con- 
ditiona for the State of Israel," he 
told a packed House convened in the 
midst of its summer recess to hear 
the government’s statement on the 
Camp David agreements. 

Begin's voice turned sombre when 
he spoke of ‘‘that most painful 
matter" concerning his obligation to 
remove the Jewish settlers from the 
Sharm e-Sheikh and Rafiah regions. 

He said: “Without hiding my painI 
must tell you we are faced with the 
following choice: either we accept 
the resolution as this government 
shall table it in the Knesset, or 
negotiations on a peace treaty will 
not even begin and all the accords 
reached at Camp David will have 


- come to naught... thus, 1 shall ask 


this House to anthorise the 
government... to withdraw the 
Israell settlers from Sinai and reset- 
tle them (elsewhere).””

-debate opens 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — Brazil, 
opening the general policy debate in 
the UN General Assembly, yester- 
day accused the big powers of trying 
to solve world problems outside the 
ON. But it had a good .word for 
America's Camp David summit 
agreements with Egypt and Israel. 

Many speakers in the three-week 
debate were expected to touch on the 
Middlc East and South West Africa 
ag the hottest topics of the day. 

Brazilian Foreign Minister Fran- 
ciseo Azeredo da Silveira termed the 
Camp David negotiations “‘a new 
clement in the search" for Middle 
East peace. “We. are attentively 
observing the degree of acceptance 
it is being accorded by the other par- 
ties that are more directly involved 
in the question,” he added.

President Carter by Egyptian Presi- 
dent Sadat at their first joint meeting 
at the summit, and the first 
American document handed out at 
Carop David. 

“This is one of the great events of 
our generation,”” Begin declared. 
“We have arrived at the moment 
when we can -~ with very great 
sacrifice -- sing ἃ peace treaty with 
an Arab nation of over 40 million 
people.... and afterwards with our 
other neighbours... this ig an historic 
turning point.” 

The only other speaker at the 
Knesset yesterday was Shimon 
Peres, 85 leader of the Alignment, 
the largest opposition bloc. 

While praising the Prime Minister 
for “proceeding on the way to 
peace,’ Peres chided the govern: © 
ment for making serious errora of 
misjudgment in the negotiations that 
preceded the Camp David summit. 

‘"We therefore must now pay a dou- 
ble price,"' Peres asserted. ‘the 
price necessary for peace plus the 
price for the mistakes the, govern- 
ment has made."

gets first reading

The Knesset yesterday gave ap: 
proval on the first reading to the 
government's bill to adjust income 
tax brackets and other tax exemp- 
tions by 100 per cent of the increase 
in the cost-of-living index, effective 
trom October. 

Deputy Finance Minister Yehezkel 
Flomin, who presented the bill, said 
the government wants an adjust- 
ment in the income tax brackets 
Srp By to last April's 100 per cent. 
He also promised that the govern- 
ment would continue making ad- 
justments in the coming year. 

The government bill waz approved 
unanimously by the Knesset. 

The new income tax brackets ap- 
proved on first reading by the 
Knesset are: 25 per cent on income 
of up to IL85.200 a year. 35 per cent 


for the next IL.70,800, 45 per cent for 
the next IL.56.400, and 60 per cent tax 
on ali additional income. 

Under the bill, the tax exemption 
for gitts by employers will now be 
ILA20 a year. instead of 11350; the 
exemption for meals at work will be 
1L3.420 a year, instead of 11.2,880; 
and the tax exemption for discounts 
that the employee gets trom his 
employer, by buying goods from the 
plant stock or by getting credit at a 
low rate of interest, will now be IL1,- 
688, instead of 111,440. 


The limit on tax-free payments 
inte pension funds wil] now be 11137,- 
000 a year instead of 1L116,000; the 
exemption for severance pay -will 
now be 79,500 instead of IL.8,000 per 
month. 

The tax-exempt ceiling for pen- 
sions has been raised from IL7,000 
per month to 118,300, 


Flu vaccine now available 


‘The Health Ministry yesterday an 
nounced that it is adviaing inocula, 
tion against influenza for the elderly, 
the chronically #1] and those working 
in key positions. 

The announcement. which was 
delayed until the vaccine waz dix- 
tributed to all pharmacies, said the 
shots should be given before the cold 
weather or, at the very latest, before 
mid-November, The serum, which is 
imported from the UK, costs IL55 
plus VAT for those who are not in- 
sured with a sick fund. It is available 
by doctor's prescription. 

Dr. Tiberio Schwartz, chief Health 
Ministry epidemiologist, sald that 
the flu strains expected in Israel this 
year are A-Texas, A-Victoria and A- 
Russia, as well as type B. The serum 
recommended by the ministry and 
the World Health Organization in- 
cludes all these strains. 

The ministry's directions recom- 
mend shots for those suffering from 
heart or bronchial ailments, 
diabetes and kidney ailments, and 
diseases which affect the natural im- 
munological system, The vaccine is 
also to be given to those over 65, es- 


pecially if the elderly person [5 in 
danger of contracting a serious dis- 
ease. Reactions to the vaccine are 
rare, according to the chief 
epidemiologist. 

The ministry did not explain why it 
is not recommending vaccines for 
the entire population; but, according 
to a World Health Organization 
publication, universal ‘inoculation 
could result In the spread of an un- 
controllable form of influenza virus, 
rather than a stoppage of the dis- 
ease. 

According to Dr. M.S. Pereira, co- 
director of the WHO Collaborating 
Centre for Reference and Research 
on Influenza in London, the flu virus 
is one which makes easy 
genealogical adaptations. Just as 
mosquitoes can breed themselves to 
become immune to DDT, so the flu 
virus, when faced with total inocula- 
tion. can develop a strain not 
affected by the vaccine. 

Despite the cost in work-days lost 
due to a flu epidemic, he concludes, 
“{t is debatable whether annual vac- 
eination of the healthy adult popula- 
tion is necessary or desirable.*"

Therefore, that letter 
was withdrawn, In its place, another 
letter was sent us, and I replied to it, 
23 follows: 

“Mr. President, I have the 
honour to inform you that on 28 
June, 1967 Israel's parliament 
{the Knesset) promulgated and 
adopted a law to the effect: ‘The 
Government {s empowered by a 
decree to apply the law, the 
jurisdiction and administration 
of the state to any part of the 
Eretz Israel, Land of Israel — 
(Palestine), as stated in that 
* decree.’ On the basis of this law, 
the Government of Israel decreed 
in Juty 1987 that Jerusalem is one 
city indivisible, the Capital of the 
State of Israel.” 

The question of the settlements 
came up. As ‘regards adding man- 
power to the existing settlements, no 
problem exists. In Judea and 
Samaria and on the Golan Heights 
we will reinforce them with more 
families.

The only other speaker in yester- 
day morning's Knesset debate was 
Shimon Peres, who replied to-the 
prime minister for the Labour on 
position. 

Peres said he “congratulates. 
without any hesitation whatsoever 
the government of Israel and the 
prime minister for their decision to 
Move towards peace, by paying a 
price that seems too high."”” 

What. is more, Peres added, the 
Begin government had “treed itself 
from its previous position, and has 
proceeded towards a new era in the 
history of the Middle East." 

As for President Sadat, Peres 
lauded him and the E; people 
for withstanding threats throughout 
the Arab world, and coming to 
Jerusalem ‘‘where he sought peace, 
offered peace and found a response 
for peace.”” 

Peres seid that Israel now must 
pay two prices — the price for peace 
itself, plus the price for the errors it 
had committed during the pre-Camp 
David negotiations. 

For example, {t sanctioned new 
settlements in Sinai "and the heart 
of the West Bank” after negotiations 
had begun, and this caused “untold 
damage” to Israel's position. 

The government at first declined 
to apply UN Resolution 242 to the 
West Bank and Gaza, and did so only 
later, after the diplomatic harm had 
been done. 

The government at first refused to 
reply to the two questions put to it by 
the Americans. Later. when the 
_government finally did reply, that 
answer went even further than had 
originally been necessary. 

Peres continued: ‘Throughout the 
negotiations preceding Camp David 
the government did not believe 
Sadat would agree to the stationing 
of Israeli soldiers on the West Bank. 
The government erred, and as a 
result it had to agree now only to a 
limited military presence there. 

“We have paid a dear price for 


these misjudgments. And then, out- 


of the blue, the government decided 
to yield all of Sinai — and on that 


point the government destroyed, 


Isracl's credibility." 

By controlling Sinai, the opposition 
leader declared, Israel enjoyed 2 
defensible border, with settlements, 
airfields, territorial contiguity 
from ἘΠῚ to Sharm e-Sheikh and a 
land presence in the Yamit district. 

Then, chiding Begin on his ex- 
planation for moving the Sinai air- 
fields across the international 
border into Israel, Peres sald, “I'm 
astonished, sir, at your explanation. 
Today, a few score kilometres are 
not important to you. Yet only a 
short time ago, when you stood at 
this rostrum discussing the West 
Bank, you asserted that ‘every 
kilometre and every gun emplace- 
ment counts," Mr. Begin, you must 
be consistent!” 

Peres branded the Camp David 
agreement's Sinai aspects as “worse 
than the Rogers plan,”’ since that 
plan left the door open for 
negotiating the status of Sharm e- 
Shetkh, while the Begin-Sadat pact 
gave Sharm back to the Egyptians 
outright. 


“Now that we have yielded on the 
Sinai airfields and defensible 
borders,” he continued, ‘‘we have 

* returned to the 1987 boundaries. Iam 
surprised to hear the government 
claim that UN forces will serve as a 
buffer. If this is so, then we have 
here a precedent for the Golan 
Heights; and the arrangement in™ 
Sinai will serve as a mode! for future 
negotiations with Syria, Lebanon 
and Jordan.” 

Returning to the subject of the 
West Bank, Peres stated: ‘‘It 
emerges now that Israel's autonomy 
plan for that region does not replace 
Resolution 242, but supplements it. 


“The agreement states that Israel, 
together with representatives of Jor" 
dan and the local residents, will — 
and I quote — ‘determine the loca- 
tion of borders and the character of 
the security requirements." In other 
words. we shall still have to decide 
on a border and security 
arrangements — or, ‘autonomy’ for 

_Propaganda purposes, and (in 
reality) thdrawal — actual 
withdrawal] — in the near future.” 

Peres bore down heavily on this 
point. claiming that the meaning of 
the Camp David accord in relation to 
the West Bank is that the autonomy 
period {s really a transitional pause 
leading to practical statehood. 

Peres put it this way: “According 
to the agreement, the Israe) military 
government wil fade away and local 
residents will be granted the authori- 
ty to rule themselves with full 
autonomy. Mr. Prime Minister, if 
you so wish, you can choose not to 
Call this Palestinian statehood, but 
this ls only ἃ game of semantics. 

“Thus, except for the presence of 
our military, there are all the signs 
of real independent self-government. 
Mr, Prime Minister, you are in duty 
hound to make this very clear to the 
Knesset.” 

While Begin and his team were 
“playing around with the meaning of 
the word sovereignty,"" he went on, 
Isract had lost out on defensible 
borders and the prospects of a 


- lasting peace, Unilke Begin, Peres 


maintained that the Palestinian peo- 
ple included not only persons now 
* residing in Judea, Samaria and the: 
Gaza District, but also all those who 
have left those areas since 1967. 


Peres saw no value in Israel's hav- 
ing reserved the right to claint 
sovereignty over the West Bank and 
Gaza after the five-year pear 
period. ‘We will be able to do ao, and 
why not?" he asked rhetorically. 
“But who will respond to our claim 
and who will agree or support us?" 

Therefore the Carnp David agree- 
ment on the West Bank and Gaza 
issues “cannot make us.shout with 
happiness,” Peres said. “And the 
Tesponsiblity for the results will be 
that of this government alone and no 
one else." 

As a responsible opposition, Peres 
concluded, the Alignment will sup- 
port the Camp David agreements 
“even H it means we are to bear the 
burdens of the errors the present 
government has committed prior to 
the Camp David summit 85 well as 
the burdens of the diffculties that are

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Scapegoats and settlements 


KNESSET MEMBER Yosef Rom may have been a trifle rude to 
his party leader, but in essence absolutely right, when he cut 
Prime Minister Begin short yesterday to complain that the 
House was in effect being served with an ultimatum: to agree to 
the dismantling of the Rafiah settlements, or to forget about a 
peace agreement with Egypt. . 

That, as Mr. Begin was quick to confirm, was precisely the 
choice before the Knesset. Therefore, obviously, it was no 
choice at all. 

Unhappy over the framing of the peace ‘‘framework" as the 
people’s representatives might be, they would not dare buck the 
popular will, And that, plainly enough, is that the Rafiah 
settlements should be. cleared away if they are judged.to be an 
obstruction to peace. 

In these circumstances, the Knesset debate, interrupted 
yesterday but due to resume tomorrow, was bound to be little 
but a charade. The result is already sealed, the arguments are 
all nicely scripted, and even the histrionics have all been 
carefully rehearsed. ~ 

The debate could nevertheless serve a useful educational pur- 
pose. That is, if it were to prompt the heads of both today’s and 
yesterday's regimes to explain to the people why settlements 
which they might themselves have initiated and sanctioned, 
must now be withdrawn in the interest of peace. 

The chances of such a useful exercise taking place are ad- 
mittedly not very bright. The country’s political leadera have a 
greater stake in self-justification than in adult education. And 
the principal means they tend to employ towards that end is fin- 
ding scapegoats in their opponents. 

In large measure or small, they have all, in their time, made 
irresponsible statements of the intended permanence of 
settlements across the ‘green line."” And the de facto settlers’ 
alliance which is forming across the political spectrum, from 
Gush Emunim on the right almost all the Way to the Kibbutz 
Artzi on the left, 15 doing its best to prey on the leaders’ bad con- 
aciences, 

In self-defence, Likud chiefs will be apt to accuse Labour of 
having fudged endless opportunities to create facts-on-the- 
ground, during their 10 years in office after 1967, so as to scotch 
any idea of the removal of settlements from the land. 

And, following Mr. Begin's lead yesterday, they will vow to 
“‘thicken up" existing villages across the line to the east and 
north, and to embark on an energetic settlement drive in Judea, 
Samaria, Gaza and Golan right after the signing of the peace 
pact with Egypt. 

For their part, Labour captains will be prone to place the 
blame on the Likud Government — justly, perhaps, but 
pointiessly — for the present fate of the Rafiah settlements: for 
Mr. Begin stood pat on retaining and even expanding the Sinai 
settlements earlier this year; when a more flexible attitude 
could have perhaps led to an agreement without requiring their 
removal. : 

It will be a sad occasion indeed if this, roughly speaking, is 
how the Knesset debate shapes up. 

An alternative rationale for a national consensus on the 
Rafiah issue may be suggested. It is based on the notion that the 
commitment to negotiation-without-precondition bars any 
Israeli government from refusing even to consider the removal 
of settlements heyond the ‘green line.'' These settlements have 
never been mere bargaining chips in peace talks to come; but 
neither could they ever be vores as fixing in advance the 
parameters of the negotiating pro 


= Simother words.-the settlements ware: ee τάθδδὶ tostay — but only - 


if they could be made to stay. In the case of the Refiah 
settlements, this has proved to be impossible, under a peace 
treaty with Egypt. 

One obvious reason for this is that the Salient is located across 
ἃ recognized international frontier; another reason is that 
Israel's government acknowledged its location, last year 
already, as sovereign Egyptian territory. 

But it would be foolhardy to assume that the example of 
Rafiah will never be applied by the Arabs in the case of any 
settlements elsewhere, across a former armnistice, and not an 
international, line. This would only have been true if, at Camp 
David, Mr. Begin had not committed the country to the agree- 
ment that Resolution 242 applies to Judea, Samaria and Gaza, 
and that discussions about the future of these areas will resolve, 
among other matters, their boundaries. 

This does not mean that Israel will ever be prepared to decide 
in those areas, as it has in Sinai. But it should be stated openly 
that such a construction is at least inherent in the Camp David 
package which the Knesset is being asked to approve.

assurance (and this was the only one 
given), on Saturday night, we ex- 
amined, with the foreign minister, 
the defence minister and Prof. 
Barak, all the notes and documents, 
and they showed that that is how it 
was. And it is in this spirit that I in- 
tend to write the appropriate letter 
to President Carter this week. 

As to the terminology. I received 
from President Carter confirmation 
concerning the terms as they appear 
in the original English version, as we 
understand then, that is: President 
Carter writes to me: 


“T hereby acknowledge that you 
have inforthed me as follows: 
A) In each paragraph of the 
agreed framework document the 
expreszions ‘Palestinians’ or 
‘Palestinian people’ are being 
and will be construed by you ax 

‘Palestinian Arabs." 

B) In each paragraph in which 

the expression ‘West Bank’ 
appears it is being and will be un- 
derstood by the Government of 

Israe] as Judea and Samaria.” 

Mr. Chairman, Members of the 
Knesset. 
Neither at Camp David nor at the 
White House did we sign any secret 
document. All the documents have 
been published. And the additional 
letter which I will send to President 
Carter wil} also be published. All the 
material is before you. 

I understand, Mr. Chairman, that 
there is a period of what may be 
termed birth pangs. This is 2 free 
people. There are diverse views. 
This is a democratic parliament, 
with various parties in it. And even 
within each party there are 
differences of opinion. 
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‘This is one of the great events of 


our generation. After 30 years which, 


saw five wars, bloodshed, bereave- 
ment and orphanhood, we have 
arrived at the moment when we can, 
with very difficult sacrifices, sign a 
peace treaty with an Arab nation of 
over 40 million people. And 
afterward, the hope exists — there is 
a basis for the belief — that the day 
is not far when we wil] sign peace 
treaties with our other neighbours. 
This is a turning-point which can 
without any daubt be termed 
historic, 

And it is our prayer that we may 
succeed on this path and attain the 
peace which is so longed for without 
difference of political faction. We 
have made every effort, and made 
the sacrifices too, so that this day 
will come. 

We have placed the documents 
before you. Let each of you think his 
own thoughts, ask his conscience, 
and vote in accordance with his 
evaluation. This is my call to ail 
Knesset Members, without distinc- 
tion of faction. But I do request that 
all Knesset Members — represen- 
tatives of a great nation which has 
suffered much, fought much, 
sacrificed much — properly assess 
the moral significance of this 
turning-point.,For 30 years we have 
lenged for the moment when we 
could discuss directly the signing of 
@ peace treaty; the complete nor- 
malization of relations; the cessa- 
tion of the wars. the promise of life 
not only for our generation, but also 
for our children and our children's 
children. ἡ 

This is the moment: A great mo- 
ment. With God's help, may we very 
Boon arrive at the great moment of 
signing the peace treaty. 


BORES BOAST, “I told you so."" 
Diplomats should tell nothing out 
know everything — a myth dis- 
seminated by their own fraternity 
and refuted by reality. Political 
‘writers should comment on current 
affairs and make back references 
only to strengthen their argument. 

Tt is in this sense that the present 
writer asks for indulgence when he 
recalls what he wrote shortly before 
the Camp David meeting: 

“An agreed territorial settlement 
can only be reached if both President 
Sadat and Premier Begin are 
prepared to free themselves from 
the shackles of their ideological mis- 
conceptions. This Is the key to the 
success of the peace negotiations. 
For the sake of peace both sides are 
expected to yield: where they must 
and try harder where they can.” 

They did. Whether they unshacki- 
ed themselves or whether President 
Carter unlocked them is immaterial. 
What counts is the autcome, and 
everyone who yearns for peace is im- 
mensely gratified with it.

‘will open the gateway to the conclu- 
sion of the treaty between Egypt and 
Israel before the end of the year. 'The 
immensity of the prospect of peace 
dwarfs the dimensions of the Rafiah 
issue, Nevertheless, it has assumed

years ago, the IDF Southern Com- 
mand erected 4 10-km. fence across 
the sands of the Rafiah Appr bches 
and the grazing grounds of the loc: 

Angry popular reac- 
tion on both sides of the fence elicited 
mumbled and contradictory: ex- 
planations from the government. 
Their burden was that nelther had 
the minister of defence ἰπευρειρκμευ 
the enterprise, nor had the govern- 
ment decided to settle the drea. 

The history of the town of Yamit is 
even more curious. In anticipation of 
the 1978. elections and not of the 


gathering Yom Kippur storm, the 


Labour Party was deeply involved in 
arguing its political programme and 
waging its constant war of 
leadership succession. The two 
issues became intertwined, asis only 
natural in’ any democratic Party 
system. 

The then minister of defence, 
again for reasons best known to 
himself and rejected by his op- 
ponents, insisted that Israel's future 
safety required the construction of a 
deep-sea port in Northern Sinai. He 
raised the banner of Yamit, a town 
eventually ‘to be populated by 
more than 200,000. To avoid a split, 
the party decided on the customary 
compromise: to explore the feasibill- 
ty of the ‘project. 

The fence and. the exploration 
spawned the establishment of a 
number of remarkably successful 
farming villages and a modest rural 
centre called Yamit, housing a 
number of alr force personnel and 
enterprising civiliana rather than a 
seafaring population. The creation of 
these settlements did not result from 
insatiable expansionism but rather 
from inveterate pessimism nourish- 
ed by bitter experience. They were 
built not in expectation of peace but 
in anticipation of continued warfare. 
They were’ meant to serve as a 
barrier on the traditional Egyptian 
invasion road. They were pianned to 
fit in a particular way into the for- 
midable defence structure which 
Israel had erected in Sinai. 


THE PROSPECTS of an early peace 
are now superseding the long- 
standing fears of renewed war. To 
attain its: most cherished objective, 
Israel has agreed to evacuate Sinai, 
the strategic depth of which waa con- 
sidered vital for its defence. It has 
consented to give up its control of 
Sharm e-Sheikh. It has declared its

. by Israeli initiative and hard work 
should revert to its former desert 
condition. It would not only be unjust 
to the men and women who have in- 
vested so much effort and hope in the 
enterprise; it would be an. un- 
warranted waste of a successful 
project of Jand reclamation.

With Egyptian sovereignty over 
the Rafiah enclave uncontested, it 
should be part of the demilitarized 


SINCE the 1967 Six Day War ended, 
the principal national debate in 
Israel has been over the question 
whether the territories. are to be 
preferred to peace. 

Territories clearly provide 
strategic depth and.national safety, 
and afford Israel with an 


autonomous -base for existence:. 
Peace, if realized, graunds Israel's . 


survival in the condition that the 
State is welcomed by its neighbours. 
Since the dawn of history nations 
have tended to choose internal bases 
of existence (territories) ta external 
bases (peace). 

National interests spell, in the first 
Place, internal consolidation, 
military strength, territorial depth. 
These goals are intrinsic to a state's 
viability and within the range of 
realization. Peace, however, is a 
relationship between two parties, 
and thus is a national goal of a very 
different kind. 


Tt fs therefore completely wrong to 
pose the issue as though it were 
between territories (or settlements) 
and peace. This is a distorted for- 
mulation that leads to great mis- 
understanding. No country should 
ever fall into the trap of having to 
choose between these options. 
Territorial viability supersedes 
peace, because the former is inter- 
nal and certain, while the latter is 
relational and changing. 

It is noteworthy that Sadat, for 
one, does not seem obligated to 
choose today between peace and 
territories. He is able to recover 
territories lost in the Egyptian cam- 
paign of aggression from 1967 — and 
also attain peace with Israel. But 
Israel apparently cannot. 


IN THE present thaw in super-power 
relations, the effort is to achieve 
détente. not peace. Détente is cer- 
tainly less than peace, yet it is only 
towards détente that America and 
Russia are moving.

historical memories make the 
American-Soviet rivalry pale before 
the Middle East conflict, are striving 
for nothing less than total peace. 
Camp David, it appears, did not con- 
tribute to a more sober realization of 
the difficulties on the peace-making 
path and to a lowering of popular ex- 
pectations. 

When all is said and done, the U.S. 
wil) not dismantle NATO or her arm- 
ed forces, nor will it base American 
defensive capability on Soviet peace 
promises. No fundamental 
American interest will be abandoned 
in the euphoric rush towards 
détente. If truly realized, détente 
will add to U.S. national strength — 
but will not be a substitute for it. 

This, I trust, is clear and simple. 
Peace [3 not ἃ concrete fact that one 
can pin down like territories, 
strategic passes, oll welis, and 80 on. 
Peace is a hope — not tosay a dream 
— founded in international trust. 


That trust may be authentic, or it J 


will turn out to be deceitful. There is 
just no way that one can confidently 
say today that he prefers peace ta 
territories/settlements when he 
chooses something — such as peace 
— that is at best a possible future 
condition. 

Tn an ideal world it may make 
sense to argue that peace is better 
than settlements in Sinal. In a real 
world, however, where the unknown 
factors are greater than the known 
ones, where unexpected 
developments can destroy a pre-set 
script, the choice of peace Is more an 
idyllic wish than a clear judgment.
